ſtanding in communion with the life in God; he had au- 
thority to govern the Creation in the wiſdom of God, un- 
till the ſubtiltie of the Serpent overcame him, and prevyail- 
ed overhim, toturn his mind from the wiſdom and life 
of God , into the earth, to feed upon that which the Lord

| had forbidden, where he entred into the tranſgreflion, . 


and fell from the wiſdom and life from which he received 
power and authority to govern and rule , and fo the curſe 
came over him, having loft his innocency , being ſubje&rto 
the Serpents ſubtilty , which he yeilded himſelf unco, to 
be guided by, and ſo was driven out from his place of excel- 
lency into the earth, to eat his bread in ſorrow all the 


dayes of his life. He that canread cthi,let him;Forthat ſabtile | 


Serpent which led intro the tranſgreſſion , leadeth ſtill in the 
tranſgreſlion all that yeild themſelves to his enticements, 
and are taken Captivesby him av his will , and ſo are 
led by him to oppoſe that in which Gods loveis made ma- 
niſeſt, to break his head, and ro recover out ofhis ſnares: 
This being the great deſign of that roaring Lyon , to keep 
people in that which he hath led them into, and from 
that,which is to recover them from under his dominion;and 
this is that which was, andis an — the righteous 
ſeed of God in all its appearances, through ages and gene- 
rations unto this day , asis manifeſt. in. this generation of 
wicked and ungodly men, who inthe envious ſpirit, ſets 
their faces to do miſchiefe,as Henoch Hower hath done,as his 
own words do manifeft, whoſaith,he having had mnch todowuh 
a gereration of men that held forth another dottrine of converting, 
or another mcans of eomvincing of men in their naturall conditior, 
then ever Chriſt or his Apoſſ/es did,and to provye this by Scrip- 
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cure light, as he calleth it, 2 names 2 Tm. 4. 23. but 
hereheis not in the lighe of the Scripture, (his own lan- 
guage) for there is notſuch a verſe as he hath named;and 
ſo heis hereſhut up, and let his mouth be for ever ſtopped 
in his ignorance, and blindneſs, who 1s charging a genera- 
tion of men with holding forth ſome ſtrange doftrine con- 
trary to Chrilt and his Apoſtles, and hath noteſtimony to 
what he faith ; and yet he tells us he is a labourer 
in a good Vineyard, and that he knowes the enemy now 
rageth more by deluſfions,then by open perſecutions; theſe 
being the dayes (in which if it were poſlible ) to deceive the 
very Elec. _ 

Anſ. John ſaw many deceivers entred into the 
World in his time , which was thoſe that Chriſt 
Jeſus ſaid ſhould come to deceive the very Ele&, if it were 
poſſible; and haft thou beena profeſlor ſo many years, and 
haſt not ſeen them before theſe dayes ? If thou hadſt not op- 
poſed that by which all deceivers are made manifeſt, and 
in which Jokz ſaw them , thou mighteſt have ſeen them ma- 
ny years ago, and thy ſelf tobe one of them, who ſpeakes 
a viſion of thy own brain, and not from the mouth of the 
Lord; and this is the do&rine which is contrary to Chriſt 
and his Apoſtles ,and the enemy which now rageth both by 
deluſions , and open perſecution ; for the ſpirit of delufion 
never ceaſed from perſecution againſt all who bear forth a 
living teſtimony to the Goſpel and the power of it, but 
was alwayes an enemy to it , and laboured againft it, as 
thoudoſt, though thy labour be to no purpoſe. 

Then thon ſayeſt, chou haſt taken it upon thee as thy du- 
ty to forewarn all men of that dofrine that teacheth men 
to look to the light within them for dire&ions from their 
naturall condition all along , untill tkey come to thate- 
ſtate they call their perfe&ion, 

Anx/.lt 15 manifeſt from thy own month , that thy work 
was not wrought in God, nor thy duty in obedienceto his 
movings , but taken upon thee in thy own will, and per- 
formed in thy own wifdom,which is contrary to all that are 
ſent of God, & labours in his Vineyard,who do not take up- 


on them any thing in their —_ wills, and call it their duty 
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but waits on the Lord, . to be obedient to his movings, to 
receive from him what is their duty to perform unto him; 


ſo the Lord gives forth his word, and itis declared in righ- 
teouſneſs ; but that which thou haſt taken upon thee at thy 
own will and pleaſure is all denyed , not being received 
from the mouth of the Lord ; for thou who denyes the light 
within , and arr forewarning people forlooking toit, thou 
denies the Scriptures, and the ſpirits teſtimony therein, 
and thereunto; for David bare forth his reftimony in the 
ſpirit of the Lord,T#at the light of Chri{t enlighind the world, 
hrs light they ſaw lsgit. John teſt: fied that Chriſt was the 
rrse light that lighte:ch every man that cometh into the world. 
Chriſt [aid hewas the light of the world; andif-this thon wilt 
owne, Which thou fſayeſt thou art examining by, then 
thew who they are, and whar ſort of people that Chriſt doth 
not enlighten, and whether he doth enlighten people with- 
1n,or without them, and where is his light to be looked for, 
and walked in , and provethy ſclfa labourer in Gods Vine- 
yard ; for all that wereſent of God, and laboured for him, 
exhorted all people unto the ends of the earth, tolook un- 
to Chriſt and be ſaved, and to turn from the darkneſs to 
the light ; therefore repent and be converted, thatthy 
ſins may be blotted out , thou who artin the Antichriſtian

fiate. 


Then thou ſayet, thou wilt endeavor to ſhew what the 
enemy ( which thou ſayeſtis the light within ) drawes peo= 
pleto, which is,to take counſel at a corrupt heart; and 
{aith, It is evident , ifthey look to that which they call the 
light within , two things being m communion, a diſobedi- 
ent natural man, they are like to fee nothing but ayrie 
notions , with ſpiritual] working powers to delude within 


them. 


Anſ. Haſt thou not made it evident, that the ſpirit of 
God livetkh nor in theeg and that thy body 1s notthe Tem- 
ple ofthe Holy Ghoſt, who knows nothing within thee to 
take counſel at, buta corrupt heart? Haſt thou been fo 
long looked at to be a teacher of others, and now brought 
to confels , that man hath nothing to look at within him 
but a corrupt heart? Haſt thou then miniſtered from any 


othae 


other principle , then from. a corrapt heart? For ſhame 
give over deceiving people , and tell them plainly what it 1s 
thou takes counſel! at, for fome have ſeen tiec, and with- 
drawn from thee,becauſe a corrupt heart is thy cowunſelio! A 
which leads thee intoall confuſton; for thou here talks of 
a diſobedient natural man, and that he cannot ſee himſelf 
otherwiſe, if he look to the light within, and yet thou 
talks of obedience to Chriſts commands and ordinan- 
ces in another place; What is thy cbedience performed in 
co Chriſts commands and ordinances, ſeeing thou ſayeſt 
chat man is naturally difobedient, and his heart, corrupred, 
and nothing elſe to be looked at within him? Then hath nor, 
the Prince of the power of the Aire dominion over thee who 
rujſeth in all rhe children cf diſobedience ? Conlider thy 
own words, ani tee if there be any thing in them beſides 
Airie notions. 

Thenethon fayeſt, But if tiey will ſay, they have no com- 
mun1ion with the Devill,, or Prince of the Aire, then thou 
fayeft his deſign muſt needs be to bring them to conſulta- 
bion in a heart that 1s deceitful and deſperately wicked; and 
being deceitful,it will offer darkneſs for light, and fo una- 
voidably put them in danger of being qeceived. 

Zinſ. Thou haſt unvailed thy ſelf to all the children of 
light,who reads thee, & ſees what thou art conſulting with, 
who denies the light and hates to be reformed by ir , and 
deſpiſeft the counſel! ofit , though ir ſtand a faichful wit- 
neſs in thy conſcience to reprove thee of all thy ungodly 
deeds , which in rhe darknetsis brought forth by thee,from 
thy wicked and deceitful heart which thou art conſulting 
with , being. alienared from the life in God, thy foolith 
heart. being blinded by the Prince of darkneſs, who hath 
dominion over thee; receive thy own words which thou 
haſt layd down, and then conlider what that is which makes 
the heart manifeſt, by which thon comes to fee the heart 
to be corrupted, and thedeijperate wickednets orit , anc 
che danger of conſulting wichit, and what it oiters in that 
ſtate; ſubmit to that of God in thee, and own plainnefs of 
ſpeech, and thou canſt noc deny but it 5 tue light chat

feſt, is light, Ep4.5.13. fo ddr being within people, the 
light which makes it manifeſt is there alſo, and fearcherh the 
heart thorow all the corruption & deceit of it; forall things 
are naked and bare before it; and this is ſoplain thar all peo- 
le may know that there is that in them wnich ftands a wit- 
-neſs againſt all the deceit of their own hearts, andnever 
doth conſent to fin, but reprovetk for it in the conſcience of 
every man, which is the light that Chriſt Jeſus doth enligh- 
ren every man Withall; therefore be not ftiff-necked and re- 
bellious, but turn tothe Lord God of Lite and Power, and 
wait inthe light which he hath enlightened thee withall, 
that thou may come to theknowledge of the glory of God 
and to feel his living Power mortifying fin in thee, and crea- 
ting a clean heartwithin thee, before thou talk of obedience 
to Chrifts Commands, and the Apoſtles praftice; for until 
thou obey the reproof of the light of Chriſt within , and 
rurn at the reproof of it, to be guided by it, thou knoweſt 
not the firſt Principle of the pure Religion, though thou haſt 
made a profeſſion many years, nor haſt-not ſet one foot into 
the way of Chriſt, though thou imagine aJongeravel in it, & 
that thou art.come to the endofit.Soſome of thyfolly is here 
fully anſwered in few wordsand plainneſs, therefore filence 
fleſh, and contend no longer againſt that in which the love of 
God is made manifeſt to Se and this Iam madetoteſti- 
fiein the power of the Lord for the ſeeds ſake; and he that 
can receive it, let him. | 

Then thou ſaift, If ehey would yes excuſe themſelves, and ſay 
they do not take counſel at their own heart,then thou ſaift # can- 
0t be evaded; but if they look to the light within for comnſel, they 
muſt needs look totherr own ſouls. 

Anſ. If thou wert notaltogether m darkneſs, thou migh- 
reſt here ſeethy confuſion , who art endeavouring to fore- 
warn people, and knows notof what, neither can ſhew di- 
ſtin&ly what it is, bur ſaiſt, 7f it be not a corrupt heart, then it 

#5 adeceived heart; and if not adeceived heart , then it is their 
@w ſoul: How blindly arv thou led.from alight and truth ! 
for if thou wert guided by the lighr of Chriſt, thou migh- 
teſt have ſhewed in what a corrupt heart, and a deceitful 
heart differs, ( if any difference he ) and what the ſoul is, 

and 
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not chis, then art thou wholly ignorant: of all that which 


thou haſt been charging a generation of men withall; and 


all thy imaginations is denied, and thy confuſion and flan- 
ders is returned again unto thee, as dung upon thy face. 

Then thou ſaift, 7 s /ock tothe light within, leads men to look 
at a Judgement here mthis life , ana ſo takes off mans expeftari n 
from eternal Fndgement; and this (thou ſaiſt)gives licence for luſt 
to rule, ana 55 aw invitation for the world to lje [fil in wickedm(r, 
and for the Epicure to ſing a deligh fn! ſong to his ſonl, Sonl, take 
thine eaſe. 

A»ſ. The Saints wituefſed che Lord come near to judge- 
ment, and every tranſgrefſſion and diſobedience to receive 
a juſt recompence of reward; Doth not the Scripture ſtand 
a witneſs againſt thee? Did not David witneſs the Judge- 
ments of the Lord to be true? and Moſes witneſſed all his 
ways to be judgement; and was not this known by them in 
this life, which brought them to fear theLord, and to de- 
part fromevil, and to ſtand in awe, and not to fin ? And 


doth this deny eternal Judgement ? or give libercy for luſt | 


or wickedneſs to rule? Orbrings it not thoſe to ceaſe from 
the evil, whom the righteous Judgements of God takes hold 
upon ? Therefore wo beuntoall the Epicures who put the 
Judgement of the Lord afar off, and fit down ar eaſe in the 
fleſh , and makes their belly their god , minding earthly 
rhings, devouring Gods Creation to fatisfie a luſtfu] appe- 
tite, and ſo treaſuring up Wrath againſt the day of Wrath, 
and revelation of the righteous Judgement of God, who 
will render to every man according to his deeds, when the 
Workers of iniquity will not be known by him, but muſt all 


depart from him into the everlaſting fire, there to abide un- - 


derthe eternal Judgement: Therefore ſay unto thee, Re- 
pent, and fink down under the Judgement in rhus life , thar 
all fin and tranſgrefſion may be judged out of thy heart by 
the light and'power of Chriſt, that. eternal Judgement be 
not thy pertion. 

Then thou ſaycft, That to look, at the light within carriey a 
deceived people for a ſelf-loving heart , and to an imagintion of 
por felt ion, and that their months are full of curſing and —"— 

an 
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and in what part of man it 1s placed; forif thon knowef 
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and prone, and that their teygues proves them perverſe. 
nl. And here thou ſpeaks as if thou wert not tobe con- 
trolled, but as if thy t.ngne were thy own, and there was 
no Lord to be over it: But that which thou flanders the 
truth with , is denyed , (rthatis troſay) That any whoare 
ouided by Chritt the Lighr of che World, dobring forth any 
- of theſe things which thou fallly accuſes them of , but thou 
art ſeen and read in that whichis eternal, to {lander the 
truth with that which hath Dominion over thee; yet is the 
Fruth pure, and all thy dirt cannot Kain 16, and all who live 
in ithavea {ure defence and a refuge from this ſtormy tem- 
peſt waich the Devil hath raiſed up, even to ſhake the foun- 
datio of the righteous; but it 1s a Rock higher then all, and 
above all, which the righteous are ſet upon, and there ftand 
in ſafety; therefore either prove thy words, that ſuch fruits 
are brought forth by thoſe who look to the light within,and 
are guided by it , orelſe own thy confufion, and in it thy 
ſhame. 

Then thou brings thy Reaſons why men are carryed head- 
long to theſe deluſions, and mixeth the Scripture with thy 
reaſon, ſaying, /t ts evident from rhe Apoſtles Doftrine to the 
Corinthian, 2 Cor. 11.3. evidext'y ſhewing the cauſe to be Satans 
iransforming himſelf into an Angel of Light, and ſayes, The word 
Transforming imports the carrying of Kimſelf through all forms 
a; an angel or meſſenger of I ght. 

4}. The Apoſtles Words I own, and they ſhall ftand a 
Wirtnetls againſt rhee who denies the light by which he was 
£uided, and foart gathering his words intothy Reaſon, but 
cannot thereby come into the life; and ſo thou reſts in the 
form, {out of the power) where Satan is transforming him- 
(elf, as from rhy own words, who faith he carries himſelf 
tnrough all forms, then how canſt thou exclude him from 
_taine? Theiefore I fay - unto thee, and all whoabide in 
forms with thee, Come out from him, for I deny both him 
and thy forms, that {o.it 15s plain from thy own mouth, that 
thou reſts in thag into which Satan can transform himſelf, 
having the likeneſs, but 1s not the ſubſtance;and theſe are his 
 Minifters whoare thus transformed by his deceirful working) 
as Miniſters of Righteouſneſs, though they beſalſe Apoſtles, 
: deceit- 


of Chriſt; if thou haſt an ear open, thou mayeſt hear if theſe 
be not they who are labouring to uphold viltble things, «s 
thou haſt done in thy Book , crying, The Ordinances of 
Chriſt, the pra@ſe of the Apoſtles,cheſeare to be walked in, 
and ſo the imirarion is taken up, and the viſible thing 1s pra- 
&iſed, as the Apoſtles of Chriſt, but the light, life, and pow- 
er of God isdenyed, in which they enjoyed the ſubſtance, 
which was ſweer to their taſte , whofelt that che Lord was 
good; and this was not a thing viſible without them, but en- 
joyed within them, which was the Bread of Life, and Water 
of Life, into which Satan cannot transform himſelKand this 
Il own, andin my meaſure witneſs to be ordained of God 
from the beginning, who ſatisfieth the hungry with the far- 
neſs of his Houſe, and refreſheth the thirſty with the Rivers 
of his good pleaſure; and this thon arr a ſtrangerto , who 
denies Chriſt the light of the World , who is the Fountain 
where living Mercies are witneſſed : And ſo thou erres, not 
. knowing the Scripture nor the power of God, though thou 
haſt made a long profeſſion of them , and can ſpeak much 
of them, as the Phariſees could do, and as the Devil can do; 
yet whileft thou denies that by which they weregiven forth, 
they areas Weapons formed againſt thee. 

The ſecond Reaſon (thou ſayeſt) is Natures darkneſs; for 
( thouſayeſt ) of the Ephe fians were ſomrtrmes darkneſs, then in 
chat ſt ate they had nothing but darkneſs | ſuppoſed Light 1 ro look 
11:80. 

Anſ. A\l whoare in the light , ſees thy darkneſs, vyho 
knows not Chriſt from Natures darkneſs,and cal}s him a ſ#p- 


poſed Light ; for Chriſt was inthe Epheſians in that ſtate of 


darkneſs, though by them unregarded, as he is by thee; 
Wherefore he ſaith, Awake theu r/ at ſleepeſt, and ariſe from the 
dens, and Clrilt ſhall give thee light; by the reproof of the light 
were they awakened, and didariſe from their dead ſtate of 
carkneſs, and were made lightin the Lord. And there was 
{omething to be looked unto befides the da kneſs, which re- 
proved them in the darkneſs, as it doth rtheeand all the 
World, who refuſe to be guided by it, and reie&s Gods viſi- 
tation; therefore thou art —_ and abides in —_— 
an 
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deceitful Workers, transforming themſelves as the Apoſtles

And this thy Wiſdom lays down in many particulars; ſay- 


 in8,Firſt, it keeps us from ſeeking a City that hath foundation:, 
\ the Doftrine of the Apoites O Prophets,-nd that theſe prople have 


aChrift they aceonn more ſpiritual then the Carpenters Son, and 
that they will zot have that wan toreign over them. 

Ayſ. The City is witneſſed, into which no unclean thing 
can enter, but muſt abide without amengſt the Dogs and 
Sorcerers; and the Do&rine of the Apoſtles and Prophets is 
owned and enjoyed, and Chriſt is received who is King of 
Saints; but all thy inventions. and. imaginations 1s denyed, 


 whoknows Chriſt no otherwiſe then as the Carpenters Son, 


and ſo would have him to reign; if. this be thy Faith, then 
prove by plain Scripture that Jeſus Chriſt is the Carpenters 
Son, or that his Dominion is exerciſed in that nature, elſe 
own delufion to be upon thee, and thy ſpirit to be a ſpirit of 
EITOr. | | 

Thou haſt made ſuch a mixtnre of thy_ own inventions 
with the Scriptures, rhat-it is hard ro draw the Wine from 
the Lees, for thou haſt altogether ſet Chriſt in oppohition to 
the Light within, which the Saints never did; and yet thou 
ſayeſt, They that look ro Chriſt, and are enlightened, their faces 
ſhall not be aſhamed: So here thou haſt confeſt none can be en- 
lightened but ſuch who look to Chriſt, and thou haſt owned 
Chriſt tobe the light which doth enlighten , therefore now 
it 15 [aid upon thee, either toconfeſs, or deny in plainneſs, 
Whether Chriſt doth enlighten people within, yea, or nay? 
if yea, then he is the light within which people are to look 
unto, and be ſaved, which thou art fore-warning people 
from as a dangerous deluſion. If nay, then it is laid upon 
thee ro prove by plain Scripture where he1s , how hedoth 
enlighten, and how people may come tohim, and receive 
him, and be baptized into him, and pur-him on, and be led 
by him; ſo the Work will be ſhert, and many Words needs 
not be multiplyed to manifeſt truth, forit ſtands not in

I ſhall here wait for thy Anſwer to be publiſhed, as to what 
is laid upon thee, forl have born my Teſtimony in the ſpirit of 
the Lord, againſt all chat which chou ſayeſt the Light within 
leads people to, ſo in general 1 do deny that it leadeth any, or 
draws them from any one of theſe particulars which thou haſt
